In speaking of the various crimes, 
he called special attention to perjury 
and falst awttitagi stating that it was 
marvtitna bow Muqr paraona lightiy 
regard tht tbilpitlfln of an oalb, and 
insisted upon tht grand Jory indicting 
in every case where there is evidence 
tending to establish such a charge, 
and dtolaradthat all such persons de- 
served to bt in the penitentiary. 

He also spoke vigorously against 
the habit of carrying concealed weap- 
taa, abrtbig ttat itwaaono of tilt moat 
fruitful sources of crime. 

He spoke of trusts and combina- 
ttona to fix proliibttive prices upon 
ictariUaaL aMh an ooali ttndingto 
ptaetlbtmoni of fbt rtadi oftfaf 
poor, and declared in positive terms 
against such proceedings, and called 
upon the grand Jory to inquire into it 
He told the grand jury that it waa 
no time for idlers and vagrants, that 
it was the business of man to be em- 
ptoyed, and in harmony with both bU' 
man and divfaM hw, that tht grand 
Jury should stand for this great prin- 
ciple by helping to ^enforce the law 
against vagrancy. 

The Judge called atttntwn to tht 
taw against diUd d ttt rtto n, and pro- 
nounced it one of the best l:iws on 
\he statute books, and said a in in who 
would wilfully desert his child de- 
ttnrtd tht txtrtmt ptnalty of tht 
law. 

Judi;e Bush spoke at sunie length 
In rtgard to the rioting in Murray of 
January 10^ 1017, in connection with 
the Martin cases. He saul no good 
citizen, standing for taw and order 
and for the preservation of our insti| 
tulions fuad stcurity of our homes, 
can afford to c6witonance suditaw- 
lessness, and tbal tt waa hiaduty to so 
declare. That he dkln't do it from 
any porsuiial feeling, but as an officer 
and citizen of this state. He said a 
former grand jury had taken notice 
of the disgraceful affair and returned 
a few indictments, and others sliould 
follow, and he appealed to the jury to 
do Ua dniy in tht prtmlaaa.
